There was a total of $23,884 in 
delinquent taxes for Rush county 
this spring, according to Homer

Vandalia, 111, May 25— (A.P.) — 
National guardsm en and high­ 
way police were today patrolling 
the barbed-wire enclosure of the 
Vandalia State penal farm where 
last night, for two hours, 600 pris­ 
oners, all minor offenders, fierce­ 
ly battled a 
small 
group cf 
guards. 
Four prisoners, whose failure 
to escape started the rioting, 
were held in the county jail. 
Three of the four, together with 
another who did not attem pt to 
escape, were wounded. Superin­ 
tendent C. A. Metzger of the 
farm said, howev er, tha t their 
wounds were slight. 
Four wooden dormitories, set 
on fire by the rioters, lay in ash­ 
es. Windows in the adm inistra­ 
tion building and dining hall 
were shattered. Metzger estim at­ 
ed the total damage a t $10,000. 
Quite a num ber of the 600 in­ 
mates, all under sentences of less 
than a year, hav e been sulleir for 
sev eral days, Metzger said. About 
a week ago the superintendent 
said he was tipped off tha t an 
escape had been planned. Metz­ 
ger stationed guards in a corn 
field adjoining the outer fence. 
Last ev ening four men, Charles 
J. Rogers, Kane county; William 
D. Simonds, W innebago county; 
A rthur Ragan, Jack son county, 
and Charles Lewis, McDonahue 
county, scaled the inner fiv e-foot 
barbed wire fence with a ladder, 
which they then placed against 
the outer 12-foot barbed wire 
fence. 
As the last of the four jumped 
to the ground, Metzger said, the 
guards came oat of hiding. After 
an unheeded cry of “halt," the 
guards fired with 12-guage shot­ 
guns, he said. The four men, 
three of whom were wounded, 
surrendered. 
The rest of the state farm pris­ 
oners were roam ing about inside 
thq stock ade, according to Metz­ 
ger, w atching the escape. One of 
them, pressed close to the inner 
fence, fell when a stray bullet 
fired by the guards outside in­ 
flicted a slight flesh wound. 
This serv ed as a signal for the 
general outbreak . W ith a roar 
the prisoners began hurling rock s 
a t the guards who, despite them , 
m arched the quartet down the 
fence, through a passageway and 
into the adm inistration building. 
W ith this the prisoners directed 
their rock s at the offices and the 
dining halls. 
A small group brok e away, 
rushed to dormitory No. 4, NJetz- 
ger said, tore straw from m at­ 
tresses on the cots, and immedi­ 
ately set fire to it. The blaze 
spread quick ly. Separated by only 
12 feet, the fire whipped by a v ig­ 
orous southwest 
wind, 
leaped 
quick ly to three adjoining wood­ 
en structures. The heat wreck ed 
the high tension wires, disrupt­ 
ing the electrical current. There 
was only the dull red glow from 
the burning structures by which 
1 to auell the riot. 
While the guards battled in 
v ain w ith the prisoners, who were 
still hurling rock s, the Vandalia 
fire departm ent arriv ed, and be­ 
gan k eeping -the flames from 
spreading to other buildings. 
M eanwhile 
Superintendent 
Metzger, who was v isiting friends 
in Vandalia, rushed to the farm . 
Tak ing charge, he ordered the 
prisoners to the southw est corn­ 
er of the stock ade. As though 
spent with rioting, the prisoners 
meek ly complied, Metzger said. 
From tha t moment, Metzger 
said, the rioting was done, and 
there rem ained only the extin­ 
guishm ent of the flames and the 
assignm ent of prisoners to dor­ 
m itories which were unharm ed 
by the flames, and to hastily set 
up cots In the dining hall. 
The prison guards were soon 
supplem ented 
by 
National 
guardsm en from Mt. Vernon. 
111., 
and state highway patrolm en 
from throughout tha t section of 
the state.

He was attacked while taking 


a shower bath. The handle of 
the knife was not found, lead- 
ing officials to the belief the as- 
sailant had broken it off, leav-i 
ing the blade in the man's body 
It was removed by -a surgeon 
who declared the incisions were 
six inches deep, had caused 
hemorrhages and paralysis of 
the lower limbs.

Poverty, misery and crime go hand in hand. 


They form such a closely-knit triumvirate that 
one sometimes is forced to believe that most of 
the so-called wickedness, perversity and gen- 
eral cussedness of the human race would van- 
ish from the scene.if only economic conditions 
could be improved sufficiently. 


A few days ago the health council of a repre- 


sentative American city submitted its report on 
the city's "submerged tenth"—the very poorest 
class, which occupies a part of the town that 
sociologists have dubbed the "economic grave- 
yard." 


Ninety thousand people live in this particular 


section. They make up 10 per cent of the city's 
population. Listen to some of the figures about 
them: 


To begin with, this 10 per cent of the city in- 


habitants occupies only 6 per cent of the city's 
area. It contributes 11 per cent of the city's 
births. It has 16 per cent of the infants' deaths, 
18 per cent of the city's total unemployed and 24 
per cent of the charity cases. It furnishes 17 per 
cent of the city's illegitimate births, 20 per cent 
of its juventile delinquency cases, 35 per cent of 


its murders -and 49 per cent of-Its 'houses of pros 
titution. 


A glance at those figures is «nough to show th 


Inroads that vice, crime and general all-aroun 
unhappiness and misfortune 'make on the eco 
nomically under-privileged. The -child .born in 
such an area does not get a fair chance in lif< 
The cards are stacked against him from the be 
ginning. 


Nor is that all. The more fortunate man, 


lives miles from such a neighborhood and grows 
to manhood without ever missing a meal o 
spending a, night in jail, is affected by tha 
•neighborhood's existence far more than lie usu 
ally imagines. 


Because of this submerged and poverty-strick 


en group in his town, 'his taxes are higher. Be 
cause of the crime-breeding conditions that pre 
vail there, his chances of getting held up by 
bandit-some day are higher than they should be 
Because of the illegal enterprises that flourish 
there, his city government is infested with graf 


Such an area, in other words, is a point of in 


fection; a plague-spot, influencing the entir 
city. No city can be healthy rwhen poverty rests 
on any considerable .number of its inhabitants.
